If we bad n. better police system per 


haps petitions signed by 800 people 
would not 
be BO much in evidence 


Everyone who sigcod the "Kcmptoo 
petition" would doubtless have preferred 
complaining to an officer to complaininp 
'to the common council. But it is easiei 
to find the couucil than it is to find the 
policeman. 
If Jaws are 
violated in 


Janesville. the officers should certainly 
prosecute the offenders. 
But three olK 


cers cannot be expected, to do the work 
that requires eight in other cities of the 
size of Janesville 
The citizen naturally 


countenances many annoyances, to speak 
mildly, rather than devote an hour's 
time to hunting for a policeman, where- 
as, if the policeman could be readily 
found, the 'matter would doubtless be 
quickly' attended to. 


The charge has been openly made that 


much vice exists in this city, and the 
allegation -has not been disproved, The 
police hnd the city officials are doubtless 
'giving the people their best endeavors, 
but the mayor and the aldermen have 
nothing to do with the matter except to 
see that the policemen do their duty. 
Therefore, the whole question thus sim- 
mers down to one plain proposition: 


If abuses exist to an unlawful degree, 


the police department is .remiss in its 
duty; if the police department is remiss, 
because of 'neglect or incompetency, it 
should be "shaken up ;:> if it is remiss 
because oE insufficient 
numbers,' ino.-e 


men should.be added ; ;an adequate force. 
managed on a businesfa system is the 
only cure for such a state 'of affairs as is 
alleged to exist. 


Janesville is 
not- 
a puritanical 


.city "Blue laws'' would be as. unpopu- 


: ar.here, doubtless, as they are in other 


cities. The people demand a reasonable 
amount of personal liberty 
But it goes 


. without saying that a large 
majority 


are fa favor of law and order. 
They 


are inclined, to stiotch a point in favor, 
rather than against a policy of enforce- 
'mcnt. Hence the' fact that the "Kemp- 
ton petition" was so 'liberally signed, 
although many undoubtedly signed it 
because they did not want to go on 
record as refusing to do so. 


A better police system would not only 


afford more protection -to the people, 
but it would do away, in n large degree, 
with popular clamors for radical action, 
because of the fact that a 
citizen who 


had a grievance could . readily file his 
complaint, instead of nursing his wrath 
until he could no longer contain him- 
seif, simply .'because an. officer is not to 
be Luond. 
' It-is -useless. to deny that Kev. Mr. 
Kempton has stated mjich truth in his 
series of sermons. It is equally useless 
to deny that some of his conclusion's" 
are unwarranted, and that he asks for a 
more stringent construction of the law 
than is popularly demanded — the minis- 
ter's point of view is likely to be too 
spiritual to meet with popular approval. 


A compromise between the radical 


pplicies demanded on both sides, there- 
fore, is the just and proper remedy, and 
there should be a better police system 
so that this policy can be carried out. 


All laws, and ordinances should ba 


observed, and all offenders punished, 
•but prosecutions should not be persecu- 
tions. 
No man will violate the law 


while the eye of a policeman is upon 
him, or. when he knows that the police- 
man is within call of people who have 
knowledge of his guilt. 


The whole matter was gotten into a 


nutshell when John T. Fitchett testified 
before the council committee. He told 
the aldermen about finding a saloon 
open on Sunday, 
The aldermen asked 


him why he didn't complain, Fitchett 
answered that he mounted his bicycle. 
and rode about in search of a policeman, 
but could! not find one. 


If Fitchett had found the policeman 


the officer would doubtless have given 
Mr. Fitchett's complaint due attention,' 
and Fitchett would not have gone to the 
council with his grievance.
